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CHINA, 
THE people of this country are at this moment being asked to 
assist in that particular mode and manner and measure which 
belongs to their patient function of suppliers of the public purse 
in another attempt to solve the slippery problem of our relations 
with China, With a pertinacity which seems to the Anglo-Saxon 
habit and temperament something ludicrous, the Celestial Empire 























resists our doctrine and practice of penetration and exploration 
into, and utilisation of, every possible and impossible region of 
the globe, The Chinaman in his representative character may 
be compared to one of those Italian toys which are called 
“tombolas,” and which are composed of the head and shoulders 
caricaturally based, if they can be said to be based, on a 
rounded bottom, so that the figure is always tottering and 
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nodding, is very easily knocked over, but instantly recovers its 
shaky equilibrium, and at each recovery presents the same fixed 
leer on its impassible countenance, The experiment of what 
we may be excused for calling pitching into such a specimen of 
ungainly agility, and such a remarkable illustration of the 
doctrine of forces, may be repeated any given number of times, 
and always with the same effect, We are about once more to

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see whether we cannot only knock over the Chinese “ tombola” 
with the usual facility, but whether we cannot keep him down 
in a fixed position until such time as we are enabled to persuade 
him that we are earnestly and anxiously desirous of breathing 
intelligence into his rigid eye and his stolid countenance, 
and to substitute for his tottering and tremulous base 4 
pair of active and springy legs with which he will be 
able to walk erect and stately, instead of continuing to roll 
about in his present uneasy, unsatisfactory, and absurd fashion. 
The only question is, whether we are setting about in the most 
approved manner to deal with the peculiarities of the moral 
* tombola” which we have taken under our patronage, and 
which we are determined to reconstruct, of course for his own 
good, and without the slightest foregone conclusion or the least 
selfish idea intruding itself into our minds and intentions, 

In considering the Chinese question in its present aspect it docs 

mot seem necessary to enter on a retrospective review even of the 
more recent circumstances which led eventually to the Treaty of 
Tien-Tsip, At the same time it is not possible to avoid a con- 
sideration of the policy as a whole—and it has been somewhat 
aniform—which this country has adopted in its long struggle to 
ebtain a footing in the Celestial Empire, It would seem that the 
error which has lain at the root of all our proceedings has been 
the confounding of the Chinese character with that of the Asiatics 
with whom we have had previously to deal, Starting with that 
notion, we have proceeded as if the policy of foree—European 
force, physical and moral—would act with equal facility on the 
Chinese, as a nation, as we have proved that it has acted on 
the inhabitants of Hindostan, Although, until lately, any 
hostile encounter between the troops of Great Britain and 
any martial array which the Chinese authorities could 
bring against us ended but in one way, it has from time to 
time appeared that the ultimate effect has been pretty much 
that which follows the firing of musketry into bags of cotton, 
Victory has always been followed by submission, no doubt, but 
hollow in its nature and temporary only in its duration. 
It has never been possible to predict with certainty when we were 
or were not to have a Chinese waron our hands, The very 
eagerness to make a material impression on the rigid polity 
eof exclusion of outside barbarians which we have shown, 
has, as it seems to us, always brought out in its strongest 
development the pigheaded obstinacy which marks the Chinese 
eharacter, as exhibited in their institutions, customs, and 
habits. In our hurry to beat them into friendship and 
intercourse we have overlooked the effect upon their 
feelings which such a course would éngender, and have been 
mistaken in any supposition that they would crouch 
and yield to coercion, after the manner of the more supple 
inhabitauts of India, to whom absolute resignation to authority, 
¢ven when it takes the shape of tyranny, is a second nature, 
Our somewhat scanty and ungainly attempts at a policy of nezo- 
tiation and diplomacy have always been accompanied or preceded 
by an exhibition of physical force, and our messengers of peace 
and goodwill, who professed to be teachers to the Chinese of what 
was good for them, have usually been surrounded with that sort of 
adjunct which Mr. Gladstone has lately described as a peaceful 
demonstration of 10,000 soldiers. The consequence has been 
the generation of sentiments of dislike and distrust, the more 
deeply-rooted because the exponents of Christianity and the 
missionaries of commercial and trading fraternisation haye 
generally, if not always, appeared in the guise of armed bands, 
and the alleged introduction of the arts and amenities of peace 
and western Civilisation have taken the shape of a baptism of 
blood. 

It thus came to pass that when our diplomacy, in the case of 
the mission of Lord Elgin, became a reality its difficulties were 
doubled and its results doubtful and fleeting. It is, not to be 
g@aestioned that our Plenipotentiary evinced great skill and reso- 
Jation ; and, although there was an undercurrent of mistake, 
arising out of haste and heedlessness, and which was corrected 
by the caution and firmness of the commander of our naval 
forces in the Chinese waters, there is little doubt that the 
ebtaining of the Treaty of Tien-Tsin was a great advance on 
eur previous diplomacy, and it bid fair to ensure some of that per- 
manence of our relations with China which hitherto we can 
hardly be said to have attained, The blunder was the return 
ef Lord Elgin to England before he had in person obtained the 
yatification of the treaty, The transference of the chief 
authority in this matter to another hand seems to us to have 
been exactly the circumstance most likely to have suggested to 
the wily and faithless minds of the Chinese authorities. the 
epportunity of slipping out of their engagements, With a 
greater knowledge of our bull-headed way of rushing at con- 
ebosions with them than we give them credit for, it is probable 
that the stipulation that the Embassy should proceed by another 
soute to Pekin than that of the Peiho was a trap laid for our 
administrators, It was, doubtless, calculated that the English 
would consider their dignity slighted by a dictation ~of 
that kind, and that a course which the Ministers of Ruasia 
and of the United States, whose management of Chinese 
peculiarities we should do well to imitate, at least 
im some degree, would be haughtily rejected by the British 
authorities, The instructions given that Mr. Bruce should be 
accompanied by an armed escort were founded on @ not 
unnatural mistrust; but, not too speak too lightly of 
such a thing, it seems to us that we might have perilled 
the loss of. a few diplomatists in an attempt at carrying 
ent our objects by moral influence; and although, looking 

«to. our antecedent relations with the Chinese, it is possible 
that our mission might not have trayélled towards the 
eapital of the Emperor with so full a sense of safe-condact as 
the Ministcr of the United States could and did, still the 
attempt might and ought to have been madc, It is possible, 
and, indeed, pr."bable, that our mission would have reached 
Pekin in safety, and that check, indeed that defeas,, which 
bae caused an enforce ™@ interruption ef our procecdings in China 





for more than a year, and which has thrown our “ prestige” back 
fifty years, would not, and, in fact, could not, have oecmred, 
As it is, everything has to be begun over again, and with the 
additional difficulty which has naturally resulted from the first 
real triumph of the Chinese arms over the forces of this country. 

There can, however, be but few who will conscientiously assert 
that anything is left to us but the vigorous reassertion of our 
power, In spite of all the obstacles opposed to us, English 
interests in China have attained such an importance; so many 
British subjects are actually ingrafted cn that empire ; so much 
capital has been invested in the trade with that country ; 
so many of its commodities have been adapted to our 
habits of life; and, in short, China is so decidedly one of 
our markets that’ our rulers are bound to preserve for us, 
at least, that hold which we have obtained on its soil, and even 
that would be perilled unless a vigorous and a determined policy 
were to be pursued, Unless, then, the second mission of Lord 
Elgin should be successful in obtaining a peaceful solution of the 
case as it stands, we have only the melancholy alternative of a 
recourse’ to arms, and that with a decision and a steady con- 
tinuity which must put an end to all doubt or mistake about the 
ultimate result, Nevertheless, we are not without hope that the 
experience and'the matured judgment of the Plenipotentiaries 
who have been once more intrusted with a diplomati¢ commission 
may lead to a happier end than could at any rate be 
obtained by the sword, It will not be easy to inaugurate a 
system of pure conciliation, and to beget a real confidence-in the 
exact nature of our objects, among the Chinese; but it is still 
a possibility, and such & course as will prevent bloodshed 
ought to be tried by all means and with all patience and tact. 
If it be otherwise, if war is to be the ultima ratio, it must be 
conducted on a very different scale to any that we have yet 
carried on in China, It will no longer be a hurling of a few 
battalions against an outlying province of China, but it will be 
a contest between the two empires of which it. is not easy to 
foresee the termination or to predicate the result, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE. 

The Em r and Court are at St. Cloud ; later they are expacted at 
Biarritz. r that the Emperor is to visit the camp of Chalons. 
Here, probably, some 60,000 men will be found in the highest state of 
military perfection. Some experiments are to be made this year in the 
presence of the Emperor, in which infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
will be engaged. The camp of Chalons will present many novel 
features highly interesting to military men. The Emperor has been 
receiving at St. Cloud a series of deputations from various branches of 
the manufacturing and agricultural interests, and listens, it is said, 
with patient attention to all complaints proffered against his adminis- 
tration, his Ministers, ‘and his prefects. 

The Patrie states that the Emperor has taken .the initiative of 
recommending the different Cabinets to recognise Spain as one of the 
“ great Powers” of Europe, which, supposing the claim to be admitted, 
will henceforth be six in number. It adds that the proposal, although 
not yet finally accepted, is favourably received in principle. 

T Moniteur dela Flotte announces that the Pomone frigate has 
left for Newfi with Commandant de Montagnac de Chanvaner 
on board. icer carries with him fall powers for settling the 
question of the limits of the French and English fisheries on the great 
bank—a matter which has occupied diplomacy for the last half century. 

The Constitutionnel of Saturday contains an article by its chief editor, 
M. Grandguillot, inst the false rumours which are current concern- 
ing the acts and imtentions of the Emperor, and stating that a 
treacherous racy is being plotted by the parties of the old regime. 
This article recalls that the malignity of these parties is endeavouring 
to sow mistrust between France and England, Spain, Portugal, 
Germany, Belgium,*and Italy, by attributing false designs to the 
Emperor, who would treat such inventions with contempt had they not 
unhappily found too ready a credence in Europe—thus encouraging a 
distrust which is injurious to the progress of affairs. 

Comparative tables of the indirect taxes for the first six months of 
the year appear in the Moniteur. There is a diminution of 18,451,0008. 
as compared with 1858, and of 11,997,000f. as compared with 1859. 

The Presse states that orders have been received to hasten the fitting 
out of the plated steam-frigate La Gloire, It is supposed that she is 
intended to escort the Emperor on his voyage to Corsica and Algeria. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times writes :—‘“I hear that the 
Emperor of the French has authorised the formation of a National Rifle 
Association (tir national) like that in England, The person under 
whose direction it will be cae is M. Jules Gerard, the famous lion 
killer.

THE MASSACRES IN SYRIA, 


The worst fears respecting the fate of the Christians at Damascus 
have been realised. A telegram received by the Vienna Government 
states —“ A fearful massacre has taken place at Damascus. Five 
hundred Christians have been murdered, among whom is the Dutch 
Consul. The American Consul is wounded. Details are wanting.” , 
This is confirmed by the following despatch from the French naval 
commander in the Levant :—“ Beyrout, July 11—The attack of the 
Druses on the Christians at Damascus commenced on the evening of 
the 9th instant, when many men were killed and women carried off for 
the harems. It is said that the consulates were burnt down, with the 
exception of the English consulate. The French, Russian, and Greek 
Consuls took refuge in the house of Abd-el-Kader. The attitude of 
the Turkish authorities was indecisive, and was rather injurious than 
useful to the Christians. Three thousand Turkish soldiers arrived to- 
day. The fears of the Christians are redoubled, and the Commissioners 
Vely and Nomick are expected with impatience. 

The previous news was from Beyrout to the 23rd of June, when it 
was reported that. the panic among the Christian population had 
become general. Nearly the whole of the Frank inhabitants, and as 
many of the Christians as could, had taken refuge on board the 
English, French, and Russian men-of-war in the roads. Her Majesty’s 
steamer Exmouth had embarked the cash, books, and personnel of the 
Ottoman Bank, and as many of the other English residents as possible. 
In addition to this, parties of marines from the British, French, and 
Russian ships had landed to assist in maintaining order in the town. 

It was reported on the 8th of July from Constantinople that Fuad 
Pacha had left for Syria with full powers. He will have under his 
orders 16,000 men, the commander of whom is Halim Pacha. The 
Turkish Government was shipping corn to Beyrout. A French vessel 
had been sent to Latakia, and was obliged to take up a position within 

nshot of the town, in order to restrain the fanatical portion of the 
inhabitants. The naval authorities were taking measures in order to be 
in readiness to meet the difficulties of the situation. 

The Daily News’ correspondence from Beyrout comes down to the 
1st inst., and is full of horrible details as to the previous massacres. 
The writer inveighs against the Turks, insisting on the connivance of 
the Government in the dreadful atrocities. A nominal list has been 
made of them, and up to the previous night, according to which the 
Druses had burnt and pillaged no less than one hundred and fifty-one 
Christian villages since the 29th of May last, while no less than from 
seventy-five to eighty thousand Christian inhabitants of Lebanon— 
many of whom were a month ago wealthy men, others in quite easy 
circumstances, and all strangers to anything like poverty or want—are 
homeless ars, depending on actual charity for their daily bread.—

between seven and eight thousand have been butchered—hacked to

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LITERATURE. 


A Sxercn oF THE History oF FLemisn LITERATURE, By OcTAVE 
DELEPIERRE, LL.D. Murray. 

In the present day the generic term “Flemish” has been, in popular 
parlance, considerably narrowed from its original signification. We 
are accustomed to associate the word more wey s the 
inhabitants and territory of Flanders, and almost of Belgium only, 
whereas it formerly comprehended everything that belonged to the 
which was the Netherlands, and the language called 

ish was that of Holland as well. This dialect is not the obscure 
remains of an extinct idiom, nor is it a dialect of the widely-spread 
Germanic tongue. It forms a part of the two powerful branches of this 
last idiom made use of along the coasts of Northern and Baltic 
Seas, from Dunkirk to Konigsberg, and from Flensburgin Denmark 
to the Hartz Mquntains. It is called “Low Dutch” because it was, 
and is, spoken in the Low Countries and in Low Germany ; while the 
other branch of the same mother tongue which extends over the

Austria, Saxony, &c.—is called “High Dutch.” This is proved not |

In England we have only one word—Dutch”—for the language 
spoken in Holland as well asin Flanders. It is very pointedly remarked 
by M. Delepierre that it is rather a curious fact that a country which 
has produced in modern times a very popular novel-writer, Henri 
Conscience, whose works have been translated into English, French, 
German, and Danish, and form part of every railway library, —_— 
or foreign ; poets known all over Germany in olden times, as Van 
Duyse, Snellaert, Willem, &c.; a far-famed satirical poem, 
es the Fox,” the scene of which is principally laid in Flanders, 
the oldest manuscript known written in Low Dutch, and ascertained by 
the latest philological discussions to belong to Belgium ; medizeval 
romances like “Floris and Blanchefloer,” “The Knight of the Swan, 
&c.,” fables, proverbs, and emblems in verse, such as those of Jacob 
Cats ; historical rhymed chronicles like those of Van Maerlant, Van 
Helu, &c., should not occupy even the smallest place in the vast range 
of English sketches of the various literatures of Europe. Even Hallam, 
in his introduction to “The Literature of Europe,” has in a great 
measure overlooked Dutch authors, quoting only a few names of 
European celebrity of comparatively recent times, and he has altogether 
omitted Flemish writers and their works. It is to supply this omission 
that M. Delepierre has undertaken the work before us, and to give the 
English public a sketch of Flemish authors, more or less celebrated, 
from the twelfth century down to the present time, his materials being 
supplied from Flemish sources, Dating its earliest rise from the time 
of Chedeneaee, Flemish literature ran through the usual infant course 
of traditions, songs, ballads, and romances, and in the next step rising 
to the dignity of epics. In the twelfth century “ Renard the Fox,” that 
epicof the people, as contradistinguished from chivalrous ———- 
a remarkable epoch in the history of the literature of the Low Countries. 
Of the period thus indicated M. Delepierre treats in his opening chapter. 
We then come to the era which was inaugurated by Jacques van 
Maerlant in the latter part of the thirteenth century. This author 
occupies much the same position in Flemish literature as Chaucer did in 
that of England. Before him poetry was a vagrant art, and he may 
well be designated not only as the father of Flemish poetry but of 
Flemish letters generally. He was born at Damme, a not inconsiderable 
port of Flanders, at a time when that country had reached its highest 
intof prosperity and fame. He was distinguished not only as a poet 
Chase philosopher and an orator. He wrote for the people. His works 
‘were read everywhere, studied and even translated into Latin ; all sub- 
sequent writers acknowledged his influence, while to this day his name 
is still revered by his country. Originally destined for the Church, he 
took a dislike to that calling, and wandered about as a Minnesinger, 
composing and delivering political romances of chiv Arrived at 
@ mature age, Van Maerlant gave up the composition of works on love 
and thenceforth devoted himself to sacred and profane

history. taught his countrymen physiology, medicine, and natural 


history ; he wrote on the duties of man, and he broke down the 
barrier which separated the educated classes from the people by adapt- 
ing into his native tongue for their instruction the best works of the 
time. He undertook to publish for the people a sort of encyclopedia 
long before that word was invented. He wrote it in verse, in order 
that its pts might be more easily engraved on the minds of all. 
of men, of quadrupeds, of birds, of the marvels of the sea, 

ts, of insects, of trees, of medicinal plants, of the 

kingdom, of fountains, of precious stones, of the seven 

metals, &c, After this he composed his greatest work, the “ Historical 
Mirror,” where, in four parts and thirty-one books, he gives the history 
of the ‘world from the creation to the thirteenth century. Space 
fails us to give even the merest list of the works of this profound 
and prolific author, and we have dwelt thus on his name and writings 
in our necessarily brief notice on account of the striking position he 
occupies in the literary annals of his country. From Jean, first Duke 
of Brabant, who not only patronised literature but wrote verses him- 
self, and Jean van Helu, who flourished also in the last part of the 
thirteenth century, and Melis Stoke, who opens the fourteenth, we

CHURCH EXTENSION IN ISLINGTON. 

On Friday, June 29, the foundation-stone of a new church, dedicated 
to St. Mary, and situated at Hornsey-rise, in the parish of Islington, 
was laid by Mr. R. C. L, Bevan, the banker. After prayers had been 
read by the Rev. J. Lees, M.A., Incumbent of St. Mark’s, addresses 
were delivered bo the Rev. Daniel Wilson, M.A., Vicar of Islington, 
the Bishop of Mauritius, the Rev. J. Lees, and Mr, Bevan. The Rev. 
Daniel Wilson stated that he recollected when there were but two 
churches in Islington: now there were eighteen churches and two tem- 
porary iron churches, besides other buildings set apart for public 
worship, At the déjeiner which took place upon the termination of 
the ceremony, and at which about one hundred and seventy ladies and 
gentlemen sat down, addresses were delivered by the Rev. J. Cohen, 
the recently-appointed Rector of Whitechapel ; the Rev. R. Gunnery, 
the future Incumbent of the district; Mr. Warlters, Mr. Petter, and 
others ; and subscriptions amounting to £300 were announced as the 
result of the day’s proceedings. 

St. Mary’s Church will be in the Decorated style of the fourteenth 
century. The arrangement of the plan is that of a nave, with north 
and south aisles, north and south transepts, and chancel. The entire 
length internally will be 103 ft. 4 in.; the width of the church 
across the transepts, 74 ft. 8 in.; and the width of nave and side 
aisles, 52 ft, 8 in. ; the height of the nave, 48 ft. ; and the height of the 
tower and spire will be 120 ft. It will be substantially built, the 
exterior being of Kentish ragstone, with Bath stone dressings, and 
will accommodate on the ground floor- 750 persons, It is not intended 
to erect galleries at present, but provision has been made in the 
arrangement of the plan for their erection if required hereafter. They 
will ocoupy the west end and the transepts only, leaving the nave 
and the side aisles throughout free and unincumbered. The further 
accommodation then obtained will be for 270 more, The church is

VISIT OF HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE

At ten minutes after seven the entrance of the Royal 
yacht into the Sound was announced by a Royal salute from the 
Ariadne and the citadel.

THE successful termination of the first real voyage of the 
Great Eastern steam-ship hag been duly chronicled. The 
enthusiasm with which,this grand specimen of naval architecture 
has been received at New York perhaps appears to us, reading 
the account of it quietly and at a distance from the scene, a 
little extravagant, But, on the whole, it does not seem as if it 
exceeded in reality that grand triumphal progress which the 
Great Ship made down the River Thames on the occasion when 
she first left her moorings at Deptford. Subsequent events 
somewhat abated the interest, if it did not diminish confidence, 
in the Great astern; and her departure from this 
country was so quiet and undemonstrative that it passed 


‘almost without notice, There can be little doubt that the 


fact of her having performed her voyage to America, although 
it was somewhat tentatively conducted, will tend to re- 
establish the value of the enterprise and the new era in navi- 
gation and commerce which she represents in the public mind of 
this country. Her trial-trips, in the strict sense of the term, will 
soon be over, and on her return to Kagland the time will have 
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arrived when she must be placed in the van of our vast merchant 
fleets, and commence that career which we have always believed, 
and have now more reason than ever to believe, is destined to 
create a revolution in our import and export trade. We learn 
that through all the admiration which the Great Eastern has 
excited in the United States there has run a thin line 
of jealousy, from the fact that she is the product of English 
idea and skill in ship-building rather than of American 
go-a-headism, This is natural enough in a country where 
the construction of ships is carried to such a pitch of per- 
fection, and where improvement is always on the move, All 
we can say is that, if ow: American brethren can produce a ship 
like the Great Eastern, or a better one, we shall be glad to see her. 
As it is, we are the fortunate creators and possessors of a vessel 
such as the world never yet saw, and which is not to be considered 
as a gigantic toy, but as an emblem and a type of advancing 
Civilisation, 

There is one fact connected with the Great Kastern which 
ought not to be forgotten, and that is, that she has got rid of a 
minor trouble of life, which all remedies have hitherto failed to 
touch,—the least-practised sea-voyagers can cross the Atlantic 
on board of her without suffering from sea-sickness, 


Lorp CLype has returned in safety and in health to his native 
land, This news will be received throughout the length and 
breadth of the kingdom with an unqualified gratification over 
which few will linger very long, for, when the first sensation of 
pleasure is over, the inquiry will instantly succeed—what national 
recognition of the services of the saviour of India is to be 
made? There is, we know, the colonelcy of a noble regiment 
awaiting Lord Clyde’s acceptance; and this is well. But a 
military honour, however appropriate, very inadequately ex- 
presses the feeling of the nation, We wish not only to testify 
our sense of his military genius, which has been so magnificently 
diplayed both in his strategy and in his persistent resolution 
to follow in the steps of Wellington by casting away the 
lives of no soldiers who could be preserved by the employ- 
ment of elaborate tactics instead of dashing movements, but 
we also desire to let the world comprehend that we appreciate 
the grand result of Lord Clyde’s campaigns, the crushing 
out of a monster revolt, and the salvation of a mighty 
kingdom, Therefore the people will look with impatience 
to the conduct of their leaders, Surely an early day will be 
fixed upon which Lord Clyde shall receive the personal thanks 
of Parliament. What next honour may be conferred upon him 
will probably proceed from the Sovereign, At present it may be 
noted that the rank which has been given to the preserver of 
India is simply that which is conferred upon a lucky lawyer, or 
a rich landlord or fundowner, who has voted consistently with 
his party. The Libro d@ Ore of England will, it may be hoped, 
be again opened for a new inscription after the name of Baron 
Clyde. What form popular homage to the veteran hero may 
assume it is premature to consider; but the City—ever ready to 
rush to the foot of every kind of greatness, real or fictitious— 
wall, we trust, display its hospitality upon an occasion when it 
can do so amid the applauses of the nation. 

China is elsewhere attended to, and we need only mention here 
that Parliament has been apprised by Mr, Gladstone that a tax 
on spirits is the only new imposition which will be asked for 
between this and next April. The paper duty, which it has been 
refused to remit, is to be applied towards the expenses of the 
China war. Lord Fermoy, on Tuesday, made an attempt to follow 
up the resolutions of Lord Palmerston by a motion for commit- 
ting the House of Commons to “ action,” but the Premier moved 
“the previous question,” which Mr, Disraeli described as a 
“shabby” course, It was, however, carried by a majority of 39. 
The great measure of the Session (the Bankruptcy Bill) has 
been withdrawn, as also has the London Corporation Bill. In 
other respects the Parliamentary week has not been very in- 
teresting ; but the Commons have .been sitting most patiently 
and perseveringly, and trying to get on with the huge arrears 
of business which accumulates fearfully about this period of the 
Session and calls for the fatal Herodian operation which Lord 
Palmerston if now meditating. 

From Syria the news has been worse and worse, The savage 
Druses have been permitted to assault Damascus, where there 
has been a terrible massacre of the Christians, with the evident 
connivance of the Turks. Children of the tenderest age have 
been slaughtered in the most revolting manner by the ruffianly 
insurgents, and women in great numbers have also been victims, 
It will be necessary to take the most severe measufes of punish- 
ment if Christian life is in future to be safe in the scenes espe- 
cially hallowed in Christian minds, Something like @ crusade 
is more than hinted at by indignant writers on the Continent, 
But, whatever course is taken, it must be a decisive one, Any 
Eastern question is so complicated by consideration of the known 
views and desires of Russia and France that a false step is 
dreaded by all statesmen; but it is impossible that civilised 
nations can continue to permit the shores of the Mediterranean 
to be stained with massacre. A solemn compact between the 
great Powers for an expedition that should utterly break up the 
Druses, after which Turkey should garrison the country and bind 
herself to a system of military police, would seem to straight- 
forward persons a means of ending this scandal to the humanity 
of the age ; but such a scheme is too devoid of the tortuous 
element to be tolerable in the eyes of diplomacy. The Minié 
rifle, properly directed, would clear those mountains and valleys 
in two months of determined action. 

For once, a long-expected phenomenon was seen to considerable 
advantage, The great eclipse was very fairly seen, though the 
astronomers have complaints against the clouds, The effect of 
the obscuration was very palpable, and a certain ghastliness of 
light was for a short time manifest, There will be nothing go 
cansiderable as this eclipse until Christmas ten years hence, and 
after that we shall haye to wait watil 1887, so that people may 








as well preserve their recollections of the event of last Wednes- 
day. The Astronomer Royal, who took out a pleasant party to 
Bilbao to observe the effect where the grand shadow fell, is 
stated to have had an excellent view, and his report will be 
looked for with interest by the scientific world. 

Russia seems resolved to pursue her new and enlightened 
policy. A ukase of great importance has been issued, by which 
it is enacted that foreign merchants, hitherto exposed to the 
greatest disadvantages by the guild system of the country, shall 
be admitted to trade on the same terms as natives. If the 
bureaucracy of Russia will permit the views of the Emperor to 
be fairly carried out, the boon will be a very great one ; and his 
Majesty has shown, in other cases, that he has much of the 
determination of his father. The fatal corruption which per- 
vades every class in the empire, and which may be explained, 
though it cannot be defended, by the fact that officials have to 
live far beyond the means afforded by their salaries, is the 
deadly opponent of the free, open, and honest commerce of 
French and English mercantile men, Atnostep of a transaction 
in which officialism can interfere—and there is almost nothing 
done in Russia without that interference—does a man of the 
world dream of success without a bribe, administered with a 
certain adroitness to the titled official, but laid unhesitatingly in 
the usually very dirty hand of the hungty-looking subordinate, 
and in both cases accepted as matter of course, Such a 
commerce as the new ukase would indicate must be utterly 
opposed to all such work, and therefore will, we fear, be 
doggedly opposed by the crowd of influential persons whose 
champagne and smart carriages are provided by corruption. 

A curious scene occurred early in the week, when Mr, Disraeli 
was obliged to appear in a Police Court and answer the most 
insulting questions put to him by a vulgar and violent “man 
with a grievance,” for whom, if there is not the plea of partial 
irresponsibility, we know no other. He demanded of Mr. 
Disraeli why he did not take the oath in a Jewish fashion, and, 
being apprised that the honourable gentleman was a Christian, 
imputed to him apostacy in the coarsest terms, Finally, 
however, he received from the person whom he was persecuting 
one of the keenest and most cutting of rebukes, delivered in the 
gentlest manner, and which went into even the pachydermatous 
hide of the slanderer, himself charged with publishing the most 
scurrilous libels, Such scenes are momentarily vexatious to 
individuals, but are inseparable from the working of our sound 
and wise system of law which confronts witnesses, however dis- 
tinguished, with accused persons, however notorious, And in 
this case the dialectic victory was completely with the respectable 
man,

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PrINce JEROME Bonaparte, the brother of Napoleon L, and the 
uncle of Napoleon IIL, was buried with great pomp in the Chapel 
of the Invalides at Paris, on the 3rd of July, The ceremony 
was conducted throughout with all the éclat of the present Empire, 
and nothing was wanting in the ensemble of the funeral to render 
it imposing to the multitude, at all times easily impressionable to 
grand displays. It cannot be denied that the occasion was one of 
vast importance as a Bonapartist demonstration. Ttie only remaining 
link of the first French Empire had passed away in the full zenith of 
the power of the Second ; and the brother of the great Emperor, more 
fortunate than the founder of the Napoleon dynasty, had outlived 
dethronement and exile to assist in the consolidation of the fortunes of 
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his brother’s house, and the increase of French influence in the councils 
of Europe. In the events which have led to the present state of 
things in France, le vieux Jérome, as he was affectionately called, 
played no mean part, and the crowds at his funeral were therefore 
attracted by something more than a mere scenic cortége—they were 
the living streamlets of a thousand souvenirs swelled into a grand 
Napoleonic demonstration. 

From a very early hour in the morning of the interment all the 
quarters of Paris were in motion, and: by ten o'clock the line of the 


procession from the Palais Royal (the late Prince’s town residence) to” 


thé Invalides was duly formed, the right-hand side being occupied 
throughout by eighteen battalions of the National Guard, and the left- 
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hand by a vast number of troops of the Imperial Guard and of the Line. 
At eleven o'clock, amidst the firing of the cannon from the Invalides, 
and the tolling of all the church bells in Paris, and in the presence of 
a large body of the clergy and the members of the Imperial family, 
the coffin was placed on the funeral-car by a dozen of the Cent Gardes. 
The procession then started slowly on its way. The hearse, drawn by 
six richly-caparisoned horses, each bearing a cloth ornamented with 
silver trimmings and the arms of the French Empire, was that which 
had already served for the interments of the Duke de Berry and the 
Duke of Orleans, It was surmounted by a crown sustained by four 
angels. in*silver; on the four corners and in front of the funereal 
drapery were the arms of the Empire and those of the deceased Prince,

embroidered in gold and silver; flags forming trophies mixed with 
white feathers completed its decoration, The pallbearers were 
Marshal Vaillant, M. Troplong, M. Fould, and Admiral Hamelin. The 
hearse was preceded by an avant guard of Chasseurs, a detachment of 
the Cent Gardes, the members of the deceased's household, his carriage, 
the clergy of St. Roch, with the Emperor's Bishop-Almoner at their 
head. All the ecclesiastics were on foot, and each bore a lighted wax 
taper. The funeral pile was followed immediately by the. favourite 
horse of the defunct, saddled, led by two grooms, and covered with a 
long black veil. Then came the officers of State bearing on cushions 
the arms and insignia of his late Imperial Highness; and at a certain 
distance from them the chief mourner, Prince Napoleon, in the costume 


of a General of Division, almost concealed by a mourning-cloak. 
On the right and left respectively of the Prince, who seemed absorbed 
in filial grief, were Prince Murat and Marshal Pelissier, who pre- 
ceded a vast crowd of marshals, general officers, and functionaries of 
the Emperor's household. This is the part of the procession shown in 
our Engraving. The remainder consisted of the Senate, the Council] 
of State, the Legislative Body, a large deputation of the old men deco- 
rated with the St, Helena medal, three Imperial mourning-coaches 
(one belonging to the Emperor, one to the Princess Mathilde, and one 
to the deceased), more Cent Gardes, twenty ordinary mourning- 
coaches, and a long stream of troops, the cortdge being closed by « 
formidable body of cavalry.

By the latest intelligence from 
Ohina we learn that the French 
and English expeditionary force is 
on the move northwards. The 
number of the Overland China Mail 
dated Hong-Kong, May 23, in its 
summary of news — the fol- 
lowing particulars ting to the 
tion :—“ Sir Hope Grant still 
remains in Hong-Kong, but prepa- 
rations are making for his departure 
northward on the 30th of this 
month.

It is, however, possible that in the Gulf of Pechili, as in other shallow, 
landlocked seas, these data are to some degree dependent upon the 
season of the year ; and that winds of a certain foree or from certain 
directions may at other seasons retard or hasten the time of high 
water, and aifect the height of water upon the bar to. the extent 
of a foot or eighteen inches, ; 

“ There is no continuous surf upon the bar, but when it blows a fresh 
breeze from the south-east there is quite enough sea on to render the 
bar highly dangerous for open boats; indeed, the smallest native 
craft used in this neighbourhood are decked. The force of the 
current of the Peiho River at its mouth is always much affected by the 
direction of the wind; in calms it runs from two to two-and-a-half 
knots per hour.

Mud-built villages commence within a mile 
of the entrance: the largest of them, Taku, has now become well 
known as the scene of hostilities—‘a crgwning mercy’ which its 
unfortunate but strong-smelling inhabitants will long have oocasion to 
remember. Wretched, dirty, and foul-smelling though these villages 
appear to the eye of a European, they are, in fact, exceedingly rich with 
the hoarded fruits of commercial and agricultural industry; and the 
plunder carried off by the allies from Taku, which looked about as 
wretched as Worthing does in the month of January, could not have 
been found by the most experienced leader of a razzia in anything 
smaller than one of our large cities. Rey 

“ Beyond the first fifteen miles the Peiho improvestapidly ; the soil 
everlying the clay stratum increases in depth and fertility; signs of 
agriculture increase on either hands fields; of Indian corn, millet, 
bearded wheat, lettuces, and radishes, follow in rapid succession. The 
villages are embossed in fruit orchards, or hide their ugliness in groves 
of handsome trees. Some of the reaches of the river become exceedingly 
picturesque, although there is a lack of the grotesque temple and 
quaint pagoda which give so marked a character to Chinese scenery in 
the south, From the masthead of the gun-boat I was in, the villages, 
population, and cultivation appeared confined to the immediate vicinity 
of the Peiho, in two belts, varying from two to four miles in width, 
This I could only account for by the want of water elsewhere, and it 
was remarkable that in a distance of fifty miles we only counted two 
small streams or creeks flowing into the Peiho, Beyond this belt of 
cultivation and its teeming population a dreary steppe was seen ex- 
tending, on which trees were scarce and the houses few and isolated. 

“ A reach, three miles long in a straight line, brought us in sight of 
the city of Tien-Tsin, and the salt-heaps or magazines for which the 
city is famous commence at the end of this reach, near the remains of 
an old ruined tower which once guarded this approach. 

“ Tien-Tsin consists of a small walled city, built in the form of a 
square, each face as nearly as possible a mile long, and eac’s facing to 
the four cardinal points of the compass. In the centre of each of the 
time-worn walls a single gate opens out, giving only four outlets, a 
pretty good proof that it is not a very large mae and has not a = 
numerous population. It stands at the angle formed between the sout 
bank of the Great Canal and the River Peiho, but its walls are from 
two to three hundred yards from the water’s edge. Suburbs of some 
extent lie to the north, and west, and east ; but on the plain, facing the 
southern wall, few, if any, houses are seen, These suburbs consist for 
the major part, as does the city, of mnd-built houses, giving the whole 
place an appearance of meanness and poverty little in keeping with 
the general reputation of Tien-Tsin for wealth and comm >rcial im- 
portance. The streets within the city ran for the most part at right 
angles to each other ; in the suburbs they were far more eccentric: all 
were excessively ill-kept, and, of all the strong-smelling places it has 
been my hard fate to visit in this land of strong and foul smells, 
‘Tien-Tsin city and suburbs—streets, houses, and inhabitants—are the 
most disagreeable. 

“The country above Tien-Tein varied in no degree from that im- 
mediately below it. A splendid paved road exists between Tien-Tsin 
and Pekin, and in dry weather the whole plain is passable for carriages, 
men, or horses. If, at any future time, military operations against 
Pekin be necessary, the months of April, May, and June would be the 
best to employ. The course of the Peiho should be followei to Tung- 
ehow for facilities of transport, supplies, manual labour, and fresh 
water ; dépéts should be there established, and the fall of Pekin would 
be acsured with no great difficulty.” 

Of Pekin iteelf—the goal, if not the prize, in view—we shall have 
ample opportunity to treat hereafter, when we give an Engraving, 
which is in hand, of the Imperial city.

THE Chancellor of the Exchequer having intimated that the expenses of the 
China war will be met by an additional duty of Is. 11d. per gallon on spirit 
and the surplus revenue of the country, most home stocks have shown m>re 
a and prices, although the business transacted for money has not 
in to any extent, have had an upward tendency. The Unfundel Debt, 
too, has ruled comparatively steady, owing to an announcement on the part oc 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt that they are about 
to purchase £396,000 of Deficiency Bills during the present quarter. 

The money market has continued very firm. Both at the Bank of England 
and in Lombard-street there has been rather an active demand for accom- 
modation at mostly full quotations. The lowest rates for the best commercial 
paper are as follows ;—Short bills, 3 to 4; three months’, 4; four months’, 4} 
to 44; and six months’, 5 to 5} per cent. 

A notification has been issued by the East Indian Railway Company that 
they are prepared to receive applications for a loan of £1,509,000, in 5 per cent 
debentures, for five years. The company, we may observe, have still the power 
to borrow another £1 500,000. 

A new institution, entitlei the “General Mercantile Bank of Si. 
Petersburg,” with a nominal capital of £2,000,000, has been startel. A 
concession for fifty years has been obtained. The shares are of £2) each. A 
letter from St. Petersburg states that the Emperor has issued a uka+ giving 
every possible security to foreigners trading in the country, placing them, in 
fact, upon the same footing as native subjects. This measure is regarJdel ina 
most favourable light here. 

Several half-yearly meetings of Joint-stock Bank proprietors have been held 
this week, and the reports presented by the directors are generally considered 
very favourable. The dividend of the Commercial Bank of Lon:on is at the 
rate of 7}; Union of Australia, 7; of the City Bank, 7}, including bonus; of 
the London and Westminster, including bonus, 20; London Joint-steck, 124;

protection from the rebels the other day. 

A correspondent of the Times writes from Chusan on April 23 as 
follows :—“* You will have learnt long before this letter reaches you 
that on the 30th of March the Adventure, the Scout, the Tasmania, 
the Walmer Castle, and the Simoom, with the Octaria and Mars in 
tow, left Hong-Kong. Kintang was the rendezvous of our transports 
and ships of war. The island lies between the west end of Chusan 
and the Ningpo River, and possesses only one good and small harbour— 
namely, that of Ta-outse, which affords anchorage in from seven to 
ten fathoms, The voyage from Victoria to the ‘Silver Island’ is 
sufficiently monotonous. The coast-line is rocky and barren, dull and 
dreary. The little Boteltobago, Formoza, Video, and Fisherman’s 
Group rise up like oases in the desert waste of waters. As we crawled 
along northwards the weather grew colder, and the thermometer fell 
as low as 684 deg. On the morning of the 23rd of April we dropped 
anchor in a fog of peasoup thickness among the islands about Kin- 
tang. Fog-horn, bell, bugle, and the sharp report of a 9-pounder 
raug out at istervals, making melancholy music in the ears of those 
who were within pistol-shot. Our guns met, at last, with a response, 
and we knew, from the salute of four guns and the sound of the bell, 
that there was a war steam-ship somewhere at hand. As the fog 
cleared off a little we saw the Walmer Castle standing outside the 
channel, and within half a mile of us lay at anchor the unsightly barque 
Cressy, of London, containing part of the 67th Regiment, and that fine, 
black, wicked-looking screw-corvette the Pearl now flew past—one of 
those dare-devil Peninsular and Oriental mail-steamers, en route, I[ 
suppose, for Shanghai. One would have thought that she was 
ploughing, on the sunniest day, the waters of the safest channel in the 
world, ‘The island of Kintang never looked more beautiful. All the 
lower ranges of its irregular hills, looking like a succession of gigantic 
molehills, and covered with tea-plantations, shone out so m that 
one’s eyes rejoiced in the brightness of the colour. The villages, 
with their many neatly-thatched mud cottages and few houses of 
staring red brick, half hidden in the grey wreaths of smoke curling 
along the valley ; the fresh and fragrant breeze blowing off the land, 
the blithe music of the song-birds, and even the monotonous, yet loud 
and joyous, croak of the bullfrog, revived home memories hardly less 
painful than pleasant tothe heart-sick exile.”

These 
spiders are a minute species of Nereine, not quite the eighth of an inch in 
length, The webs formed cling to the hands or face of any one passing with 
great tenacity. They ‘are, of course, loaded with coal~dust. The spiders in 
their underground habitations become gregarious, upwards of twenty being 
sometimes observed at one time repairing a rent in the webs, in which are 
found the wings and limbs of various small insects and some moths, apparently 
belonging to the Tineide. These spiders are supposed to have been brought 
down in the fodder for the horses. ‘The webs commonly found in cellars and 
other dark places are produced by a larger species of spiders. 





PROFESSOR WHEATSTONE’S UNIVERSAL AND MILITARY 
TELEGRAPH. 





THE COMMUNICATOR. 


THIS beautiful telegraphic apparatus, invented and patented by Professor 
Wheatstone, possesses great advantages over the many existing telegraphs 
from its extreme simplicity, portability, and adaptability to all the various pur- 
poses for which communication may be required. The necessary qualifications 
for a complete telegraph were fully demonstated by the arrangements upon 
the field under Mr. N. J. Holmes, the electrician, at the volunteer sham fight 
at Camden Park last Saturday. Insulated lines of wire, payed off from 
rtable drums, were extended over the ground from the central station in 
mt of the grand stand to the divisions severally under the command of 
Lord Ranelagh and Colonel Hicks, forming terminal stations, which were 
afterwards moved over the ground as the volunteer forces shifted their posi- 
tion, conveying intelligence of their movements from one division to the other, 
the whole of the evolutions being known at the central station at the grand 
stand. The instruments work with a single wire insulated by a coating of 
indiarubber and covered with braided hemp as a further protection from 
injury and abraison by the trampling of men and horses over it upon the 
ground, the earth connections being formed by the insertion of an iron 
spade or trowel attached to the wire into the ground and shied as required.

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THE BRITISH INSTITUTION.—WORKS OF THE OLD 
MASTERS. 
(SECOND NOTICE.) 

WE left off in our first notice with some specimens of the early Italian 
school exhibited by Mr. Barker, Mr, Uzielli, and others. As an illustra- 
tion of the extremely miscellaneous nature of the collection we may 
mention that immediately facing these works is a remarkable picture by 
Velasquez, and beneath it an exquisite little Paul Potter. The 
Velasquez is the property of Mr. S. Lumley, who recently brought it 
from Madrid. The subject is “Christ at the Pillar.” The brutal 
executioners have abandoned or suspended their task, but the Saviour is 
still fastened by his wrists to the pillar, his body having sunk through 
exhaustion to the ground; and close beside him lie the implements of 
the flagellation. The expression of agony in the face is very grand, 
though there is no attempt at idealisation in the character of the face, 
and the artist completes the awful reality of the situation by repre- 
senting the hands swollen and blackened with suffused blood, The 
operative efficacy of the sacrifice is suggested by the introduction of 
an angel conducting a young child to gaze on the terrible scene, to 
whom Christ turns an impressive regard, whilst a ray of light, 
starting as if by electric agency from the halo round his head, touches 
his heart. The colouring of this picture is sombre, and the whole treat- 
ment in the artist’s sternest manner, 

Mr. Walter’s Paul Potter, “ Cattle in a Landscape,” is indeed a gem 
such as we seldom meet with. The character and expression of the 
animals so mild, and so full of content, their curly coats so crisp yet 
so silky, the genial effulgence of the sky, and the genial warmth of 
the air, the charming landscape distance—these constitute the poetry 
of animal and rural fie , and in these Paul Potter, though he has had 
many rivals,—even in our own day, in the more demonstrative features 
of his subject,—remains unsurpassed, 

The recent purchase of two (?) Ruysdaels for the National Gallery 
has probably stimulated collectors to look up their specimens of this 
great landscapist, of which no less than ten appear in the present 
exhibition, the best being “A Woody gee a with Cattle and

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LITERATURE AND ART, 

“Wuo's WHO” in 1856-7-8, and so forth, was the title of a little book 
which had, we believe, a large sale, and which set forth with com- 
mendable exactitude the birth, parentage, education, political creed, 
and chief stand-points of the career of most of eur public men. But 
what do our readers think of a learned association whose mission is to 
collect information relative to whe was who (or whom) not only at the 
times of the crusades, but even in the era when Domesday Book was 
compiled? Such a council of antiquarian ferrets is the Genealogical and 
Historical Society, which, through the graceful courtesy of Lord 
Ellesmere, held its annual meeting in the magnificent picture-gallery of 
Bridgewater House on Tuesday evening. During the proceedings it 
was mentioned that the objects of the society were “ the collection, 
recording, and preserving facts connected with the history and descent 
of families,” a delightful piece of information to those who have 
really gentle blood in their veins, but somewhat likely to scare those 
people who filch other people’s coats of arms and trace an apocryphal 
descent from some “barber surgeon to Edward the Confessor.” Such 
a society must be a terror to snobs; although, on the other hand, there 
is plenty of the gentlest and most ancient blood in the kingdom to be 
found in some of the humblest channels of society. We once knew an 
advertising agent who, so far as lineal descent went, was indubitably 
the heir male to the attainted peerage of Derwentwater. Our foreign 
readers have all heard of the Leipsic bookseller who can trace his 
descent, step by step, from a Roman consul of Tiberius’s time—but that 
‘way madness lies. We were cured of our own genealogical researches 
by the grave assertion of a little old gentleman we once met ata 
country inn, who maintained that he was descended from that More, of 
More Hall, who killed the dragon of Wantley ; and we elected to be- 
lieve that even gentle blood might be a vanity of vanities, and that 
there was some reason in the protest of a Quarterly Reviewer who, 
after talking of the Howards, Percys, Beauchamps, Talbots, &c., 
exclaimed, “ What are these noble names after all compared with 
that of the Puggs of Norfolk?” And the reviewer, perchance, was 
himself a Pugg, and proud of it. 

The wise men of Gotham went to sea in a bowl. So runs the 
legend ; but the wise men of the nineteenth century whose mission it 
is to observe the solar eclipse in the north of Spain have gone to sea 
in a much more dignified conveyance. Only think of her Majesty’s 
magnificent steam-ship Himalaya being placed at the disposal of the 
Astronomer Royal and his learned con/réres! The Spanish Government 
appears to have behaved with the greatest politeness and liberality 
towards the savans, Their astronomical apparatus has been admitted 
into Spain free of customs duty, and railway directors have placed 
telegraphic wires and free passes along the lines at their disposal. Our 
eminent C.E., Mr. Vignolles, who is resident at Bilbao on some cosas de 
Espana relative to the construction of a railroad, and who has lately 
published a map of the “shadow path” of the eclipse in Spain, is of 
the party; and we are glad to see that the dry details of science have 
been enlivened by the presence of a select party of ladies who have 
accompanied the philosophers on their expedition. 

While we are on the always delightful topic of international 
courtesies, “be it remembered,” as the affidavits have it, that one of 
the most distinguished of French advocates is now among us. Berryer, 
Dufaure, Chaix d’Est Ange, and Jules Favre are the Cockburn, the 
Fitzroy Kelly, the Thesiger, and the Edwin James of the Paris Bar ;

Relies of the Past, 
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THE famous “ Domesday Book,” which we have this week selected for 
illustration among our “ Relics of the Past,” Sir Henry Spelman has 
pronounced to be, “if not the most ancient, yet without controversy 
the most venerable, monument of Great Britain.” Of a book so 
celebrated and of such national value and importance it is surprising 
how little is known by the public at large: the representation of its 
exterior, and some account of the purposes for which it was compiled, 
can scarcely fail, therefore, to be of general interest. This memorable 
work, believed to be the oldest record of England, is the survey of the 
kingdom begrn by William the Conqueror, from which judgment 
might be given upon the value, tenure, and services of all the lands in 
the country. The precise date when this celebrated survey was under- 
taken historians are not agreed about, though it is generally 
said to have been commenced in 1080 and completed in 1086- 
According to Ingulphus the inqnisition was made in imita- 
tion of the policy of King Alfred, who, at the time he 
divided the kingdom into counties, hundreds, and tithings, had 
a survey taken and digested into a register, called, from the place 
where it was deposited, the “Roll of Winchester.” This register 
Bishop Kennett affirms to have been called “ Dom-boc,” and conceives 
the “ Domesday Book” to be a corruption of that title. The most 
Sous investigation, however, has not succeeded in tracing the 
slightest indication af any such survey in the time of Alfred, and his 
« Bom-boe ” is believed to be in reality the code of Saxon laws. By 
some authorities the appellation “‘Domesday Book” was given to the 
Conqueror’s survey because its decision upon questions of tenure 
and the like was as indisputable as the sentence on the day of judgment.* 
Stow tells us that it was so designated from having formerly been 
preserved in a place of the Church of Westminster or Winchester called 
“Domus Dei.” The name, in all likelihood, is of Saxon parentage, and 
was intended to signify the book of judicial verdicts, 

For the adjustment of the survey which it records, commissioners, 
named the King’s Justiciaries, were appointed and sent into every 
county, and juries summoned and impannelled in each hundred out 
of all orders of freemen, from barons to the lowest farmers, to 
ay in upon oath to the justiciaries, by verdict or presentment,

estimated—first, as the property was held in the time of the Confessor; 
then as it was bestowed by King William; and, lastly, as its value 
stood at the formation of the survey, These inquisitions being ob- 
tained were sent up to Winchester, and the substance of them was 
afterwards methodised and framed into the record now known as 
Domesday and deposited in the King’s Exchequer. 

The order commonly observed throughout this work is to set down 
at the head of every county the King’s name, Rex Willielmus, and 
then to give a list of the Bishops, religious houses, churches, and 
eminent men, in the ion of their rank, that held of the King in 
capite ; likewise of his thanes, ministers, and servants, with a numerical 
figure in red ink before them for the better finding them in the book. 
In some counties the cities and capital boroughs are noticed, before the 
list of great tenants is entered, with the particular laws or customs 
which prevailed in each of them, while in others they are inserted 
promiscuously.f 

Every precaution appears to have been adopted by the Conqueror to 
ensure without oppression a faithful retwn. He evidently considered 
the survey an achievement of importance, a charter granted by him 
soon after its completion bearing this remarkable inscription :— 
“Post descriptionem totius Anglie;” but his object in directing 
it has occasioned much speculation. By some he is considered 
to have been moved by an avaricious desire to increase his revenue ; 
by others, to have been influenced by a sense of justice, that when an 
impost was levied it might fall with reasonable equality. Whatever 
the object, it was a wise and valuable undertaking. “By the com- 
pletion of this survey,” Sir Henry Ellis observes, “ the King acquired 
an exact knowledge of the sessions of the Crown. It furnished 
him the names of the landholders ; it furnished him with the means of 
ascertaining the mili strength of the country ; and it pointed out 
the possibility of increasing the revenue in some cases, and of lessening 
the demands of the tax-collector in others. It was, moreover, a 
register of appeal for those whose titles to their property might be 


9 uted.” 
aWines the Domesday survey was first made, its title, “Liber de 
Wintonia,” was a sufficient proof that Winchester was its earliest 
ny: It seems, however, to have been soon removed to West- 
ter, where it was kept with the King’s seal, by the side of the 
Tally Courts in the Exchequer, under three locks and keys, in the charge 
of the Auditor, the Chamberlains and Deputy-Chamberlains of the 
Exchequer, until, in 1696, it was deposited among other precious 
records in the Chapter House. There it remained until a short time 
since, when it was removed to the Public Record Office, in Fetter-lane, 
where it is now carefully ed. 

The manuscript is in two volumes, one, of which we give an 
Engraving, a large folio; the other, the ancient binding of which is 

similar to that of its companion, a thick quarto. The first is 
written on 382 double of vellum nearly all through in one hand, 
each page having a double column, and contains the description of 
thirty-one counties. other volume contains 450 double pages of 
vellum, is written in single column in large fair characters, and con- 
tains the counties of Essex, Norfolk, and Suffolk. 

For ages, until a comparatively recent period, this priceless record is 
said to have been kept in the massive chest represented above, This 
chest, lined, ribbed, and clamped with iren, contains, it will be seen, 
another stronghold : this is all of iron, and can be locked like the case 
itself ; and in this inner le, lined no doubt with some soft sub- 
stance to protect them from injury, the volumes have been preserved so 
admirably that the writing is as and distinct as if it were of the 
present century.

Thorold, advanced up the hill crowned with the 
yet unconquered battalions of Citizens and Men 
of Kent. They reserved their fire until the men 
were well within range, and then, hurriedly 
calling in their skirmishers, poured in a terrific 
fire upon the advancing line. This was one of 
the finest sights of the day. The evening was 
getting just a trifle dusky, the brightness of the 
sun had ceased, and in this slightly-diminished 
daylight the lines of fire at each discharge were 
seen distinct and bright through the white smoke 
which partially concealed the men. With the 
rapidity of lightning the small tongues of flame 
played from the right of companies along the 
extended line; and then came one, and another, 
and another simultaneous well-delivered volley, 
which seemed as though the crest of the hill were 
vomiting fire and smoke.

SHORTHORN PRIZE-WINNERS AT CANTERBURY. 


THE shorthorns, both in numbers and point of attraction, formed so 
completely the kernel of the Royal Show that we have confined our 
Dustrations to some of the principal winners among them. 

Malachite, the winner of the yearling bull class, is a dark roan, 
nearly eighteen months old, by Duke of Moscow (14,447), from a 
Chieftain cow. Mr. Jonathan Peel, his owner, has recently formed 
a herd at Knowlmere Manor, near Clitheroe, which includes some 
valuable purchases from Mr. Bolden’s and elsewhere; but this is, we 
believe, the first time that he has gained a prize at the Royal.

Frederick is by Booth’s 
Jeweller, and unites the Barmpton Rose and Lax blood. For some 
two or three years he was merely used by the Colonel's tenants ; and 
since he was was installed at Towneley the unbeaten Master Butterfly, 
Roan Duchess 2nd, Blanche 6th, Ringlet (which was sold to Mr, 
Douglas for 500 guineas, and became the dam of Maid of Athelstane), 
Frederick 2nd, and Royal Butterfly, have been the principal of his vast 
family of winners. Butterfly, the dam of Royal and Master Butterfly, 
carried off thirty prizes in her day, including all the female prizes in 
succession at the Royal, and, crossing the Channel, she added to her 
store the Agricultural Chall Cup at Armagh, beating Mr. Booth’s 
Windscr, and Bridemaid at the last time of asking. “With the excep- 
tion of the Chester Meeting, and when Mr. Booth’s Queen Mab beat 
him at the Durham ae Show for the prize for the best animal in 
the yard, Royal Butterfly has never known a defeat ; and, in fact, he 
was never run hard but once, and then only in the estimation of one 
out of four judges, by Prince of Prussia at the Royal Lancashire, He 
is nearly three years old, and three of his prod were entered 
at the Canterbury show. The Towneley herd consists of from 
fifty to sixty head, and it contributes from twenty-five to thirty calf 
entries annually to ‘‘ The Herd Book.” Such is its high management 
and celebrity under Mr. Culshaw that, in the year of Master Butterfly’s 
sale, stock was sold out of it to the amount of £6200, and yet at 
the end of the year it was, without the aid of any purchases, as nume- 
rous as it was at the beginning.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
THE condition of things Parliamentary to the practised observer augurs 
the beginning of the end. Large Houses, early and late sittings, 
feverish energy, bustle and confusion, portend the consciousness that the 
time for doing what any one wants to do is being compressed into a 
period that may almost be counted byhours. It is like that last struggle 
of a harpooned whale which is technically called its “ fi 2” there is 
much splashing about before the monster subsides into dead quiet. On 
an evening in this week the “ paper” of business had mounted into a 
volume, and there were fifty-two orders of the day set down besides ques- 
tions, notices of motions, and amendments. This was, no doubt, a fitting 
occasion for Mr. Newdegate to bring on a motion, somewhat Irish in 
its nature on the face of f inasmuch as it sought to contract the 
number of hours which the House should devote to the mass of matter 
before it. But it was, nevertheless, judicious, and might, if fairly 
adopted, have done something towards promoting real work; for 
on examination it would have been found that it was directed 
against that plague of talk which has been the curse of the 
Session.

THE MARQUIS OF LAURISTON. 
GENERAL Augustus John Alexander Law, Marquis of Lauri-ton, Knight 
Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour, 
and Knight of St. 
Louis, an_heredi- 
tary Peer of France, 
formerly Gentle- 
man of the Bed- 
chamber to the 
King, and more 
recently Colonel of 
the 10th Legion 
of the National 
Guard, and a mem 
ber of the Legis 
lative Assembly, 
who died at Paris 
on the 27th ultimo, 
was the representa- 
tive of one of the 
most remarkable 
families in France 
and Scotland—the 
Laws of Lauriston. 
Sir Bernard Burke, 
in his. just-pub- 
lished second series 
of “ Vicissitudes of 
Families,” in an 
elaborate article on the Laws, writes ‘thus:—“ The family of Law, of 
which the Laws of Lauriston are so distinguished a branch, is of very 
ancient standi in Scotland, and has made itself illustrions as weil 
by its own as by its numerous alliances with the very first of the 
Scottish nobility, Out of Scotland the rank and fame it has achieved 
are singular. In France the celebrity of the Laws of Lauriston is 
historic; and another line of the Laws which settled in England can 
boast of the mitres and coronets which the house of Ellenborongh, so emi- 
nent in divinity and jurisprudence, has obtained.” The Marquis of Lauriston, 
the subject of this notice, was the elder son (the younger is the present 
Count Napoleon Law) of James Bernard Law, a Marshal of France, one of 
N m I.’s most t and lieutenants, the bearer of the Treaty 
of to London, and the hero of the battle of Goldberg, who 
was made a Count by Napoleon, and created Marqgvis of Lauriston by 
Louig XVIII. The great-great-uncle of the Marquis just deceased was the 
famous financier John Law, Com -General of the Exchequer in France 
in 1720, The Marquis himself was born in 1790, and, adopting the warlike 
profession of his father, the Marshal, was an officer of ordnance of Bonaparte, 
and became subsequently Colonel of the Garde du Corps. He made his first 
campaign in 1809, when a mere youth, and distinguished himself at the battle 
Amstetten, where he attacked in single fight the Commandant of Hulans, 
flung him down, and made him prisoner. He received the cross of the Legion 
reward of this act of intrepidity. He was 
inted Colonel of Sth Regiment of Horse Chasseurs in 1815, and was 





He obtained many 
foreign orders, as ‘as the Grand Cross the Legion of Honour and the 
Cross of St. Lonis, He succeeded as second Marquis of Lauriston on the death

SIR WILLIAM HORNE, Q.C. 
SIR William Horne, who died on the 13th inst., at his town house, 49, Upper 
Harley-street, was the son of the late Rev. Thomas Horne, of Chiswick, D.D.,and 
was born in 1773. He was called to the Bar by the Hon. Society of Lincoln's 
Inn in 1794, and rose to great eminence in the Court of neery. He was 
made a King’s Counsel in 1818, and Solictor-General and Attorney-General 
under Lord Grey’s Administration. He was knighted in 1839. He represented 
Helston in the Parliament chosen in 1812, and after that Newport, in the 
Isle of Wight, and, lastly, when the borough of Marylebone was created under 

of 1832, he was elected one of its first members. In 1834 he 
~ceased to be Attorney-General, having refused a Common Law Judgeship as 
Baron of the Court of Exchequer. After this he was appointed one of the 
Masters of the Court of Chancery, and held that office until it was abolished. 
Sir William married, first, Anne, daughter and coheiress of James Hope, Esq., 
of Flitwick, in Bedfordshire; and, secondly, Anne, widow of Henry 
Davidson, Esq., of Ponfield, Herts. 





COLONEL UNETT. 

COLONEL Walter Unett died on the 6th inst., at his residence, The Oaks, 
Leam . in the forty-sixth year of his age. Colonel Unett was late of the 
3rd Light Dragoons, in which regiment he served twenty-seven years and four 
months, and he died three weeks after leaving it. He was the sixth and 
youngest son of the late John Wilkes Unett, Esq., of the Woodlands, Har- 
borne, in the county of Stafford, and was brother of the late Lieut.-Colonel 
Thomas Unett, who was mortally wounded at the Redan, in 1855. Walter 
Unett entered the British Army as a Cornet in 1833, and became a Captain in 
1842. He was in Affghanistan in 1842, and was present at the forcing of the 
Khyber Pass, and the other memorable engagements of that campaign, under 
Major-General G. Pollock, K.C.B. He was in the army of the Punjaub in 
1848-9, and shared in the victories of Chillianwalial -and Goojerat. Unett’s 
conduct when, as a Lieutenant, he led the advanced squadron of the 3rd Light 
Dragoons at the forcing of the Khyber Pass, was noticed with praise in general 
orders, as was his command of a squadron of the rearguard in the Tazeen Valley, 
on the 13th of September, 1842, when he ch a body of Affghan horse. 
Similar notices were made of his gallantry at Chillianwallah and Goojerat. 
He Was wounded severely at Chillianwallah, and he received a distinguished- 
service pension of £100 per annum. He had also a silver medal for the cam- 
prise of Affghanistan, and a silver medal and two clasps for that of the 

injaub. He became a Major the 3rd of February, 1854; a Licutenant- 
Colonel the 20th of June, 1854; and a Colonel the 20th of June, 1857. He retired 
from the 3rd Light Dragoons on the 12th of June, 1860, He was never 
married ; but we are happy to learn that he leaves two nephews, John and 
Henry Unett, sons of his eldest brother, Lieutenants in his old regiment—the 
8rd Light Dragoons. A public sense of Colonel Unett’s courage and conduct 
at the battle of Chillianwallah was expressed by a public dinner givin 
him im his native town of Birmingham. He was one of those who bore a 
banner at tlie funeral of the Duke of Wellington. 





THE INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL CONGRESS. 


ON Monday the fourth session of the Congress was opened in due form by his 
Royal 0 the Prince Consort, in the great hall of King’s College, which 
was crowded with delegates, statesmen, and men of literature and science from 
all of the world. Before the arrival of his Royal Highness some pre- 
nakeoy business was transacted, the rules being confirmed and the officers 
appointed. At four o'clock the Prince Consort arrived. He was received in 
the outer hall by a guard of honour of the King’s College Volunteers. His 
Royal Highness having taken his seat in the president’s chair delivered the 
inaugural address, 

The Prince's speech was a most able exposition of the general principles of 
the science, and a composition which the highest name in science would not 
disdain to sign. As has been justly observed, “ in modest and manly grace, in 
cordial and unaffected sympathy, in large and liberal exposition, in breadth of 
grasp and logical precision of thought, in bold encounter of prejudices, in 
searching and comprehensive glances at immediate objects and distant aims, 
in rapid exhaustive generalisation, in closeness and carefulness of detail, 
in yy im austere elegance of language, this address is worthy 
of more than passing admiration. It has a certain stately, spacious, and 
s0v air, and withal a grand humility—a Teutonic love of abstract specu- 
lation for its own sake, a turn for the concrete peculiarly English, and, above all, 
a religious fearlessness in pursuit of truth.” The Prince defines with nicety 
and exactness the range and boundaries of statistical science. Withont 
attempting to disguise that England—though the originator of this inter- 
national congress, though the first to promote statistical science, and though 
likely to derive the greatest benefits from its achievements—has much to learn 





the timorous fallacy, or the rash presumption, that the study of eternal laws, 
| the calculation of probabilities, and the collection of data, are calculated 
to deprive, “in man’s estimation, the Almighty of His power of 

self-determination, making His world a mere machine, working according 
| to a general prearranged scheme.” To this objection, “ terrible 
| if it were true,” what is the answer? We give it in the Prince's 
own words :—* Our statistical science does not even say that this must be so; 
it only states that it has been so, and leaves it to the naturalist or political 
economist to argue that it is probable, from the number of times in which it 
has been found to be so, that it will be so again as long as the same causes are 
operating.” To the opposite objection, that statistical science establishes mere 
probabilities where mankind demands certainty, the answer is equally simple 
and conclusive. This objection affeets not the use but the misuse of the science, 
the essence of which is “ that it only makes apparent gencral laws, but that 
these laws are inapplicable to any special case; that, therefore, what is proved 
to be law in general is uncertain in particular.” It would be impossible, we 
think, to define the attributes and limitations of statistical science more lumin- 
ously yet more ancompromisingly. But it was in the concluding sentences of his 
address that the Prince Consort, after an earnest exhortation to the delegates to 
beware of losing themselves in minute details, eloquently avowed his con- 
viction that statistical science was something nobler and diviner than the 
labour of hodmen. The end and aim of this International Congress, and of 
many Congresses to come, should be “the establishment of those broad 
principles upon which the common action of nations can be based, which 
common action must be effected if we are to make real progress ;” and “ the 
promotion of human happiness by leading to the discovery of those eternal 
laws upon whith that universal happiness is dependent.” Happy indeed will 
Europe be wiien the only Congress of London, or Paris, or Vienna, is a 
Congress “ for the promotion of human happiness.” 

His Royal Highness resumed his seat amid the loudly-expressed applause of 
the assembly; and, on the motion of Lord Brougham, a vote of thanks was 

by acclamation to his Royal Highness for his able address. The Prince 

Consort then declared the Congress opened.

DEIR-EL-KAMR, MOUNT LEBANON. 
REFERENCE has been made in previous Numbers of this Journal to the 
painful intelligence of the slaughter of thousands of Christians in 
Syria, and of the miserable condition of still greater numbers who 
have escaped from their burning villages, and sought refuge among 
their co-religionists on the coast. Among the Yay thus devoted by 
the Druses to fire and slanghter was Deir-el-Kamr, situated on the 
southern or Druse part of Lebanon. A correspondent of the Daily 
News, in a letter dated Beyrout, June 23, says :—‘“ Affairs in this pro- 
vince are looking blacker and blacker. Yesterday we had the fearful 
news of the village of Deir-el-Kamr being sacked, burnt, and every 
Christian male, to the number of two thousand and more, being put to 
the sword by the Druses (who, a fortnight before, had di them) 
in cold blood. The women and children were allowed to escape, and 
reached the mouth of the Damoor River, halfway between this and 
Sidon, yesterday, whence they were brought up last night and this 
morning, to the number of 1100, by her Britannic Majesty's ships 
Gannet and Mohawk, Of the men of Deir-il-Kamr not more than 
thirty have escaped. The town is all burnt.” A later letter from the 
same correspondent, dated July 1, contains this ge ——“ Deir-el- 
Kamr contained, a month ago, a population of Boo souls, of which 
about 4000 were men and lads, 3500 women and girls, and 500 children 
under ten years old, Of the men not more than 150 have ; of 
the women and girls about 2000 have reached Beyrout ; of the 
children less than 200 are alive. Don’t forget, too, that this 
massacre was perpretrated upon a population which twenty- 
four days eee had si to the Druses, had been promised 
protection by them, and were disarmed previously to their murder.”
